NATURE OF INCIDENT: 


On December 16, 2012, at approximately 0059 hours, Lancaster Station received a call 
from an anonymous caller, advising that several males were fighting on the street. The 
caller stated that the males were fighting in the area of 53% Street, and West Avenue L- 
4, The call was assigned to Unit 113, Deputies | and 

Tag 21. 


IAB Note: A copy of the Incident Details are included in this case book. See 
Miscellaneous Documents. The caller was later determined to be 
Witness ie MW/25. Maps of the area are also included, 
see Exhibit D. 


Units 111A, Deputy Eric Nordman, 111B, Deputy EEN and 111, Deputy 
Wesley Guthrie were included in the call to assist. Upon arrival to the area, the deputies 


observed several people leaving the residence at West Avenue L-4. They also 
saw that several people ran back inside the residence, after they became aware of the 
deputies’ presence. 


The deputies exited their vehicles and approached the residence. Deputy Hand 
Deputy ontacted a male in the front of the residence that appeared to be 
unconscious, on a plastic lawn chair. The deputies checked on the welfare of the 
individual, as Deputies | Nordman and Guthrie entered the location. The 
deputies saw several people exiting the home via the rear sliding glass door. They then 
began ascertaining who the homeowner was. 


Deputy determined that the male he contacted was not in need of medical 


attention, and he (J then entered the residence. Deputy E emained in 
the front yard of the residence, detaining another male who had thrown a glass bottle in 
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the street. Cop n found the home owner inside the home and began 
speaking with him. The deputies then began to hear a female's voice, coming from the 
rear south east bedroom, screaming and making moaning sounds. Deputies MEM 
and Nordman walked toward the bedroom and observed a unidentified female lying on 
a bed. The female appeared to be intoxicated. 


Deputy, then walked to the north east bedroom and observed a male, later 
identified as Suspect Samuel Romero, hiding behind a DVD rack inside the bedroom. 
Fearing that the male was a suspect from the fight call, Deputy] ordered the 
suspect to stand up and to show his hands. The suspect stood up, but then attempted 
to open a door located on the north side of the room, which led to the residence’s front 
yard. Deputy told the suspect to leave the door alone, and again ordered the 
suspect to show his hands. 


Suspect Romero would not comply with Deputy [E's orders, and would not show 
Deputy J his right hand, which he had behind his back. The suspect then opened 
the door and began to walk through it. Deputy J reached out and took hold of the 
suspect's shirt. The suspect continued walking through the door, and spun his body, 
causing his shirt to come off. The suspect then took two to three steps backwards and 
fell down on the grass, on his back. 


Deputies IS EEE. and Nordman took hold of the suspect and attempted to roll 
him over onto his stomach. The suspect resisted, but after a short struggle the deputies 
were able to roll the suspect over. The suspect then put both hands underneath his 
body, close to his waistband. The deputies directed the suspect to put his hands behind 
his back, but the suspect would not comply. Deputies EEE and ee hold of 
the suspect's arms and attempted to pull them out from underneath his body, but were 
unsuccessful. The suspect's continued resistance thwarted their efforts to control his 
arms and handcuff him. 


Deputy Nordman punched the suspect several times in the right side of the face, in an 
effort to get him to stop resisting and comply with their orders. Deputy Nordman also 
utilized his knee and elbow, striking the suspect several times. Deputy who 
had also responded, pressed her hand held flashlight on the suspect's back, and 
applied pressure. Deputy EE applied the pressure in an attempt to use pain 
compliance in order to get the suspect to give up his hands. Deputies ee 
HE ere finally able to control the suspect's arms, and handcuff him. 


Suspect Romero was transported to Antelope Valley Hospital, where he was treated for 


his injuries. During treatment it was determined that the suspect sustained a “Subdural 
Hematoma,” which required his admittance in the hospital. 
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Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) Lieutenant Myron Johnson, was notified, and along with 
IAB Sergeants Carlos Flores and Jeffrey Hamil responded to Lancaster Station to 
conduct an administrative review of the incident. The following review is based on 
written documentation and interviews of witnesses, involved deputies, and medical staff.

INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENTS: 


Dep. A HEB, was interviewed on February 7, 2013, at 1126 
hours by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Carlos Flores and David Ladjevic. The 
interview was conducted at the Internal Affairs Bureau, and was digitally recorded. 
Deputy was represented by Attorney Deborah Wadleigh. 


Deputy stated that he authored an Incident Report, documenting the event and 
his actions (Exhibit A). He said his report is a full, complete and accurate account of 
the incident. 


Deputy stated that he received a call regarding several people fighting on the 
street. He said opus M and J had the handle, and he along with 
Deputies Nordman and Guthrie were assigned to assist. He said he arrived with 
Deputies Nordman and Guthrie, and they were advised by a neighbor of where the 
incident was occurring. He said they then began walking toward the suspect's 
residence, where a party had apparently been held. 


Deputy J said that as they approached the residence, they could see several 
people leaving the area. He said he also saw several people walk back into the 
suspect's home. Deputy [J stated that they continued approaching, with the 
purpose of finding possible assault victims. He said that he observed a male “hunched” 
over in a lounge chair, in the residence’s driveway. He said he and Deputy 

checked on the male’s welfare and ascertained that he was just intoxicated. He said he 
then heard Deputy Guthrie, via radio, ask him (IB to come into the residence. 


Deputy J stated that Deputies J. Nordman and Guthrie were already 
inside the residence. He said there were several people in the back yard of the home, 
but only five or six party attendees inside. Dep. ty A << he was directed by 
Dorty a o check the back bedrooms of the home because she could hear a 
female “moaning.” He said he also then heard the moans, as if someone was in pain. 
Deputy J said he and Deputy Nordman then walked to the south east bedroom, 
where the noise was coming from. 


Deputy said he looked inside the bedroom and saw a female lying on a 
mattress on the floor. He said they checked on her welfare and ascertained that she 
was intoxicated. He said that directly across from the south bedroom there was an 
additional bedroom to the north. He said he decided to check that room as well. He said 
that when he looked inside he noticed that it was extremely cluttered with items. He said 
the room contained boxes and trash. He said that as he examined the room he noticed 
a “highboy” dresser in the middle of the room. He said he also saw that a DVD rack on 
the north side of the room was moving. Deputy [said he drew his weapon and 
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began walking into the room to get a better look. He said he then saw the suspect lying 
on the floor, and it appeared as though he was attempting to hide. 


Deputy] stated that he shouted for the suspect to get up and to show his hands. 
He said he did not know if the suspect was an assault suspect, or possible victim, so he 
just wanted to detain him until he determined what had occurred. Deputy M stated 
that the suspect stood up, faced him, but put both hands behind his back. He said the 
suspect then attempted to open a door, which was located on the north side of the 
room, and led to the front yard of the home. Deputy said he continued to direct 
the suspect to show him his hands, but the suspect continued to attempt to open the 
door with his hands behind his back. He said he told the suspect that deputies were on 
the other side of the door, and the suspect said, “I don’t give a fuck, | would rather be 
out there with them than in here with you two, | don’t trust you.” 


Deputy said he saw the suspect's left hand, which did not contain a weapon. He 
said the suspect continued to attempt to open the door with his right hand. Deputy 

said he approached the suspect and took hold of his shirt sleeve, at which time 
the suspect was then able to open the door and quickly walked through it. He said the 
suspect's actions caused his shirt to come off. Deputy said he followed the 
suspect through the door and saw that the suspect took a couple steps forward and 
turned to face him. He said the suspect then took several steps backwards and tripped 
and fell on his back. 


Deputy I said that he immediately approached the suspect and took hold of his 
right arm. He said that Deputy [J also approached and took hold of the suspect's 
left arm. He said they turned the suspect over on his stomach in order to control him 
and to handcuff him. He said he feared that the suspect was in possession of a weapon, 
and wanted to handcuff him. Deputy said when the suspect was turned over, he 
(suspect) was able to place both his hand underneath his body, close to his waistband. 
He said he then took hold of the suspect's left arm and attempted to pull it from under 
his body, and saw that Deputy [EJ was doing the same with the suspect's right 
arm. He said the suspect tensed his arms and would not allow the deputies to place his 
hands behind his back. He said they were also ordering the suspect to show his hands, 
but the suspect would not comply. 


Deputy said that Deputy Nordman approached and took a position close to the 
suspect's head. He said he heard Deputy Nordman order the suspect to show his 
hands, but the suspect refused and continued to resist their efforts to pull his hands 
from underneath him. He said Deputy Nordman warned the suspect that if he did not 
give up his hands, he (Nordman) would punch him. He said the suspect continued to be 
uncooperative. He said he then saw Deputy Nordman punch the suspect one time in the 
face, but the suspect still did not give up his hands. He said he heard Deputy Nordman 
again warn the suspect, but the suspect was still uncooperative. He then saw Deputy 
Nordman punch the suspect several more times in the face. 
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Deput' said he was finally able to pull the suspect's left arm and control it. He 
said he ) turned his body and was facing away from Deputy Nordman as he 
controlled the suspect’s arm. He said he saw that Deputy, was still unable to 
pull the suspect's right arm, and then heard what sounded like several more punches by 
Deputy Nordman. He said that he did not see the punches, but could hear that they 
were making contact with the suspect. He said Deputy M was then able to pull 
the suspect's right arm and they handcuffed him. 


Deputy said that during the incident he knew that Deputy BE was 
close by, but did not observe her actions. He said he did hear her broadcasting over the 


radio. He said that the scene was very dark. He said that based on the suspect's 
actions he believed that Deputy Nordman utilized the proper amount of force to 
overcome the suspect resistance. He said the struggle with the suspect lasted 
approximately one minute. 


For his complete statement, refer to Deputy, 's interview transcript, included in 
this case book. During his interview Deputy; was shown a photograph of the 
scene. The photograph is included with his interview transcript. 


Deputy Eric Nordman, 4, was interviewed on February 7, 2013, at 1238 hours 
by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Carlos Flores and David Ladjevic. The interview 
was conducted at the Internal Affairs Bureau, and was digitally recorded. Deputy 
Nordman was represented by Attorney Deborah Wadleigh. 


Deputy Nordman stated that he authored a Supplemental Report, documenting the 
event and his actions (Exhibit B). He said his report is a full, complete and accurate 
account of the incident. 


Deputy Nordman stated that he received a call regarding several people fighting in the 
street. He said he arrived at the location with Deputy who subsequently 
received information from a neighbor of where the incident was occurring. He said they 
left their vehicles approximately two houses away and walked to the suspect's 
residence. He said that as they approached he could see several people in front of the 
home and broken glass in the front yard. He said that as they walked closer to the home 
they saw several people walk inside the residence through the front door. He said that 
he could also hear people yelling incoherently from inside the home. 


Deputy Nordman said that based on the nature of the call, and the fact that people were 
yelling, he and Deputies [J and Guthrie entered the residence. He stated that 
he saw approximately five people inside the home, and approximately 30 to 40 people 
in the back yard. He said that the people in the back yard appeared to have been 
drinking and smoking. He said he then saw Deputy also enter the residence. He 
said Deputy E «c: Deputy B to check the rear bedrooms because 
they could hear what sounded like a woman “moaning,” as if in pain. He said Deputy 
HE gan walking to the south bedroom, and he (Nordman) followed. 
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Deputy Nordman said he looked in the bedroom and saw a female lying on a mattress 
on the floor. He said the female did not appear injured, but was very intoxicated. He 
said he stayed in the room while Deputy[J went to check the room across the hall 
to the north. Deputy Nordman said he then heard Deputy, say, “stand up,” which 
caused him (Nordman) to walk to the north bedroom as well. He said he looked inside 
and saw that Deputy SE was ordering someone to stand up and show his hands. 
He said that the room was extremely cluttered with items. He said that he then saw 
Suspect Romero stand up, with his hands behind his back. 


Deputy Nordman said the suspect would not show his hands, but rather began 
attempting to open a door on the north side of the room, which led to the front yard. He 
said that the suspect was facing him, and had his back facing the north door, but was 
attempting to open the door with his hands behind his back. Deputy Nordman said he 
heard the suspect say, “I'd rather be out there than in here with you two, | don’t trust you 
two.” He said that after several seconds the suspect was able to open the door, and he 
(suspect) walked through it. He said that Deputy followed closely behind the 
suspect, through the door. Deputy Nordman said he then walked across the bedroom 
and also walked through the door and onto the front yard of the residence. He said he 
looked to his right and saw the suspect lying on his back, and Deputy EE was 
kneeling next to the right side of the suspect's body. 


Deputy Nordman said that Deputy J was attempting to control the suspect's right 
arm, and was telling the suspect , “Give me your hands.” He said it appeared that the 
suspect had positioned his hands close to his waistband. He said he then saw Deputy 
HE 2p proach the suspect on the left side and took hold of the suspect's left arm. 
Deputy Nordman said he took a position on the suspect's left shoulder area, and 
assisted Deputy EE in controlling the suspect's left arm. Deputy Nordman said 
they then decided to turn the suspect onto his stomach in order to better control him and 
to handcuff him. He said that they also wanted to “trap” any possible weapon that the 
suspect had in his waistband. 


Deputy Nordman said that when they turned the suspect over, he (suspect) was able to 
place his hands underneath his body, close to his waistband. He said they ordered the 
suspect to give up his hands but the suspect would not comply. He said the suspect 
was also resisting their efforts to pull his hands from underneath his body. Deputy 
Nordman said he placed his knee on the suspect's shoulder blade in order to contain 
him and keep him down on the ground. He said that they continuously directed the 
suspect to give up his hands, but the suspect would not comply. He said that he feared 
the suspect had a weapon in his waistband and he warned the suspect that if he did not 
give up his hand, he (Nordman) would punch him in the face. He said the suspect still 
would not comply. 


Deputy Nordman said he punched the suspect one time, striking the suspect on the 
right side of the face. He said he chose to utilize personal weapons due to the fact that 
nobody had a TASER, and the use of Oleoresin Capsicum would have caused a 
contamination danger to his partners. Deputy Nordman said he then broadcasted on the 
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radio that he was involved in a fight, and heard Deputy, tell him that she 
would update their status on the radio. Deputy Nordman said the suspect still would not 
give up his hands, and he warned the suspect again. He said that based on the 
suspect's continuous resistance, he punched the suspect several more times on the 
tight side of the face. 


Deputy Nordman stated that his punches had no effect on the suspect, as he continued 
to resist their efforts to handcuff him. He said he then struck the suspect two times on 
the right side of his face, utilizing his knee. He said he then heard Deputy 

advise him that he had control of the suspect's left arm. He said he then reassessed the 
situation and saw that Deputy, was still struggling to control the suspect's right 
arm. He said he then struck the suspect six to seven times on the right shoulder blade, 
utilizing his left elbow. He said the strikes were effective, as the suspect released the 
tension to his right arm, allowing Deputy EE to contro! it. 


Deputy Nordman stated that the suspect was then handcuffed without further incident. 
Deputy Nordman stated that based on the suspect's actions, he believes the force he 
utilized was appropriate and effective. He said that given the same set of 
circumstances, he would not do anything different. 


For his complete statement, refer to Deputy Nordman’s interview transcript, included in 


this case book. During his interview Deputy Nordman was shown a photograph of the 
scene. The photograph is included with his interview transcript. 


Deputy aa EEE, was interviewed on January 28, 2013, at 1125 

hours, by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Carlos Flores and David Ladjevic. The 

interview was conducted at the Internal Affairs Bureau, and was digitally recorded. 

Deputy I was represented by Attorney Deborah Wadleigh.

event al er actions (Exhibit B). She said her report is a full, complete and accurate 
account of the incident. 


Deputy stated that on December 16, 2012, she was working Unit 113, with 
her partner Deputy She stated that they responded to the suspect's 
home regarding a fight call. 


IAB Note: On the Incident Details, it indicates that = Mend 


Deputy [were working Unit 113 is Deputy 


= maiden name. At the time of this incident, her name 
ad not yet been updated on the Computer Aided Dispatch system. 


Deputy tated that she and her partner arrived to the area after Deputies 
and Nordman. She said she saw Deputies Mend Nordman speaking with 
neighbors, who advised them of where the disturbance was occurring. She said she 
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then responded to the suspect's home. She said that upon arrival she saw several 
people outside, running back inside the suspect’s home. 


Deputy [EE stated that she approached the suspect's home and she could hear 
people “screaming and moaning.” She said she entered the suspect’s home with 
Deputy Wesley Guthrie, ae who was working Unit 111. She said she entered 
through the opened front door, in order to ascertain if there were any injured people 
inside. She said that as they entered she saw several people going out to the back yard 
through the home’s rear sliding door. 


Deputy EE stated that there were approximately 30 to 40 people in the back 
yard. She said some were just standing around, and others were hopping the back 
block wall. She said there was broken glass, and it appeared as though a fight could 
have occurred there. Deputy EEN Said she went back inside the home and 
contacted a young male, who they later ascertained was a resident of that location. She 
said the male was so intoxicated he had difficulty standing up. 


IAB Note: The — male was identified as the suspect's J. zi 


Deputy [EEE stated that while she was speaking with the young male, she could 
hear a female shouting in one of the rear rooms. She said she asked Deputies [EE 
and Nordman to go down the hall and check on the screaming woman. She said that 
approximately 30 seconds after they went down the hall, she could hear “scuffling 
noise.” She said she instructed Deputy Guthrie to stay with the young male, and she 
went to check on Deputies [EE and Nordman. 


Deputy [EEE said she walked to the north bedroom and looked inside. She said 
the room appeared to be extremely “cluttered,” but empty of people. She said she saw 
the room had a door on the north side, which led to the front yard of the residence. She 
said the door was open, and she began to walk toward it. Sam: she 
exited the home and saw Deputies BE Nordman and on the ground, with 
Suspect Romero. She said it appeared that the deputies were struggling to control the 
suspect. She said she saw the suspect had his hands underneath his body, and he was 
flailing his shoulders and kicking his legs. 


Deputy EEN stated the suspect held his hands underneath his body, close to his 
waistband. She said that based on the suspect's actions, she believed the suspect was 
attempting to conceal something, or reaching for something. She said the deputies were 
attempting to take hold of the suspect's arms, but they were having a very difficult time. 
She said she could hear the deputies ordering the suspect to allow them to control his 
hands. Deputy [EEE said she immediately responded and put her knee on the 
suspect's left shoulder blade. She said she utilized her weight in order to keep the 
suspect down. 
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Pep ae said that they continuously told the suspect to “give us your arms, 
give us your hands,” but the suspect refused. She said he continued to struggle and 


resist the deputies’ efforts. She said he also kept his hands underneath his body, close 
to his waistband. Se aea said she then saw Deputy Nordman punch the 
suspect, and could hear that he was making contact with the suspect. She said that due 
to the darkness, she could not see where Deputy Nordman was striking the suspect, but 
believed he was making contact. 


ber \ said she saw that Deputy Nordman had also initiated emergent 
radio traffic, advising that they were involved in a fight. She said she told Deputy 
Nordman that she would continue broadcasting their status, and she took over the 
radio. She said she then placed her hand held flashlight against the suspect's left 
shoulder blade and applied pressure. She said she applied the pressure in an attempt 
to gain compliance from the suspect. She said the tactic was ineffective, as the suspect 
continued to resist, and would not release his arms. 


IAB Note: Cer A stated that her flashlight is a “Sure Fire 
Defender’ which is made of metal, approximately five inches long. 
A photograph of that model is included in this case book. See 
Exhibit E. The manufacturer's specifications on that model 
flashlight indicate that the flashlight is 5.40 inches long, and weighs 


3.7 ounces. 
bee) A said Deputy Nordman again struck the suspect, punching him 
several times. She said she was unable to see where on the suspect's body he was 


making contact with, but believed he was making contact. She said the suspect then 
released his left arm. She said Deputy Nordman punched the suspect again, and the 
suspect released his right arm, enabling Deputies J and Nordman to handcuff the 
suspect. She said that after the suspect was handcuffed, she realized that the deputies 
and the suspect were the only people in the front yard. She said that most of the 
partygoers had left by the time they arrested the suspect. 


Deputy a == c the force she witnessed Deputy Nordman use was reasonable 
based on the suspect's actions. She said her attempt to obtain pain compliance from 
the suspect was also reasonable. She said that given the same circumstances, she 
would not do anything different.

in this case book. During her interview Deputy was shown photographs of 
the scene. The photographs are included with her interview transcript. 


Deputy ES + was interviewed on February 7, 2013, at 1045 
hours by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Carlos Flores and David Ladjevic. The 
interview was conducted at the Internal Affairs Bureau, and was digitally recorded. 
Deputy Sas represented by Attorney Deborah Wadleigh. 
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Deputy stated that he authored a Supplemental Report, documenting the 
event and his actions (Exhibit B). He said his report is a full, complete and accurate 
account of the incident. 


Deputy EEE stated that he and his partner, Deputy. were given the 
handle of a fight call. He said that they were given several assisting units, and Deputy 
coordinated with them, via radio, of how they were to respond. Deputy 
said that upon their arrival he saw several people in the front yard of the 
suspect's residence. He said that as they (deputies) approached the residence, most of 
the people went back inside the home, via the front door. 


Deputy [J said that he and Deputy[ contacted a male, who was sittin 
“slouched” on a chair in the driveway of the residence. He said he and Deputy’ 

checked on the male’s welfare, which ultimately they discovered that he was not hurt, 
but only intoxicated. Deputy [J said he then detained a male who had thrown a 
bottle into the street. He said he remained in front of the location as Deputies Nordman, 
| and Guthrie entered the residence Deputy MEM sic he 
remained in front in order to provide security for their vehicles, and to ensure nobody 
entered the residence behind the deputies. 


Deputy M said that he saw a door of the residence open and saw a male, later 
identified as Suspect Romero, step onto the front yard. He said the suspect took a 
couple steps onto the front yard and fell on his back. He said that when he initially saw 
the suspect, he (suspect) had his left hand by his waistband, is if concealing something. 
He said it appeared that the suspect “lost his footing,” causing him to fall to the ground. 


Deputy said he saw Deputy IE approach the suspect, and take hold of 
the suspect's right arm. He said he (ED then approached and took hold of the 
suspect's left arm. Deputy EEE said the suspect “tensed” his body, which made it 
difficult to control him. He said they made a decision to turn the suspect over onto his 
stomach, in order to better control him. He said that when they turned the suspect over, 
he (suspect) placed his hands underneath his body. Deputy a 2c he began 
pulling on the suspect's right arm, attempting to pull it from underneath his body. He 
said Deputy [J was doing the same with the left. Deputy ME stated that the 
suspect resisted their efforts and would not comply with their order to allow them to 
control his hands. 


Deputy said he then heard Deputy Nordman order the suspect to give up his 

hands, and warned him that if he did not give up his hands he (Nordman) would punch 
him. He said the suspect still did not comply, at which point Deputy Nordman punched 

the suspect one time. He said he assumed Deputy Nordman struck the suspect on the 
tight side of the face, but he did not actually see the contact. 


Deputy stated that the suspect still would not comply, even after having been 


struck by Deputy Nordman. He said that he and Deputy M continued pulling on 
the suspect's arms, but could not pull them from underneath the suspect's body. He 
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said Deputy Nordman ordered the suspect again, but the suspect would not comply. 
Deputy said that he then saw Deputy Nordman punch the suspect several 
more times. He said he again assumed he struck the suspect on the right side of the 
face. Deputi stated that the punches were not effective, as the suspect would 
still not allow them to control his hands. He said he then saw Deputy Nordman strike the 
suspect two to three times, utilizing his knee. He said he did not see where Deputy 
Nordman struck the suspect. 


Deputy J stated that shortly after Deputy Nordman’s knee strikes, Deputy 
HEE Was able to pull the suspect's left arm out from underneath his body, and 
control it. He said he QD was then able to pull the suspect's right arm and control 
it. He said the suspect was then handcuffed and taken into custody. He said that after 
the suspect was handcuffed he QE) surveyed his surroundings, and saw nobody 
else in the front of the residence. 


Deputy I stated that the lighting in that area was minimal and it was quite dark. 
He said that none of the deputies had a TASER in their possession, and he felt the use 
of Oleoresin Capsicum was not a good idea based on the close proximity of the 
involved deputies. Deputy [EEE said that the force he witnesses was appropriate 
based on the circumstances, and he would not do anything different given the same set 
of circumstances. 


For his complete statement, refer to Deputy s interview transcript, included in 
this case book. During his interview Deputy was shown photographs of the 
scene, The photographs are included with his interview transcript. 


SUSPECT’S STATEMENTS: 


Suspect Romero was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Carlos Flores 
and Jeffrey Hamil on December 16, 2012, at 0845 hours. The interview was conducted 
in the emergency room at Antelope Valley Hospital. The interview was digitally audio 
recorded. 


Suspect Romero stated that a party was held at his residence, which was attended by 
numerous people. He said that at one point he heard several people arguing, and his 
son began asking people to leave. Suspect Romero stated that he went to his bedroom, 
and could hear a female “moaning” in the bedroom next to his. He said the female was 
intoxicated and was making strange noises. 


Suspect Romero stated that a deputy entered his room and told him not to go outside. 
He said that though it was dark in his room, he knew that it was a deputy that was 
talking to him. He said he had no idea why deputies had responded and entered his 
home. Suspect Romero said that even though the deputy told him not to go outside, he 
(Romero) became frightened and did not want to stay in the room with the deputies. He 
said he told the deputies that he did not trust them, and he (Romero) opened the door 
that led to the front yard. Suspect Romero said that when he walked through the door, 
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one of the deputies took hold of his shirt. He said he “wiggled” out of his shirt and turned 
away from the deputy. He said he then went to the ground on his own, placing his 
hands underneath his body. 


Suspect Romero stated that he was then “threatened” by a deputy, who then started to 
punch him on the side of the face. Suspect Romero said he was not fighting the 
deputies, but was resisting their efforts to pull his arms from underneath his body. 
Suspect Romero said he felt a deputy punch him numerous times on the side of the 
face, and on the back of his neck. Suspect Romero said he does not know how he 
sustained the abrasions on his body, but knows that the bruises on his face were 
caused by the deputy’s punches. He said he is uncertain how many deputies had taken 
hold of him while on the ground, but believes it was two. He said that the struggle with 
the deputies lasted approximately one minute. 


Suspect Romero stated that prior to the deputies’ arrival, he had consumed 
approximately four, 16 ounce beers. He said he was feeling the effects of the alcohol, 
stating that he was “slightly intoxicated.” Suspect Romero said he did not ingest any 
other substance or narcotic. Suspect Romero said he has been diagnosed with “Post 
Traumatic Stress Disorder” in the past. 


IAB Note: Toxicology tests conducted at the hospital indicate that there was 
marijuana present in Suspect Romero’s system at the time of the 
incident. 


DEPARTMENT WITNESS STATEMENTS: 
Roman Castillo, Sergeant 


Sergeant Castillo is a sergeant assigned to the Lancaster Station. He was the on duty 
field supervisor when the incident occurred. He was telephonically interviewed on 
February 15, 2013, at 1615 hours, by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant Carlos Flores. 
The interview was digitally audio recorded. 


Sergeant Castillo stated that when the deputies were dispatched the fight call, he began 
responding from the Lancaster Station. He said that while en route, he heard the 
deputies broadcast that they were involved in a fight. Sergeant Castillo said that he then 
heard the deputies broadcast that the situation was “code four,” and he continued to 
respond. 


Sergeant Castillo said that when he arrived, the deputies advised him of the force they 
applied on the suspect. He said that he also spoke with Deputy Guthrie, who advised 
him that he did not use force, or witness the involved deputies’ use of force. Sergeant 
Castillo said he attempted to find witnesses to the force, but was unsuccessful. He said 
the involved deputies also told him that there were no witnesses to the force. He said he 
also directed Deputy Shane Dobra to canvass the neighborhood for possible witnesses. 
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IAB Note: Deputy Dobra contacted two witnesses who were later interviewed 
by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant Carlos Flores. Deputy Dobra 
completed a Supplemental Report regarding his canvass of the 
neighborhood and his contact with the two potential witnesses. See 
Exhibit B. 


Sergeant Castillo stated that the suspect was transported to Antelope Valley Hospital to 
be treated for his injuries. He said he subsequently spoke with the treating Emergency 
Room Doctor, Daniel Khodabakhsh (known as Doctor Khoda). Sergeant Castillo stated 
that Doctor Khodabakhsh advised him that the suspect's injuries were consistent with 
having been punched in the face.

He said he observed a large party taking place approximately two houses 
to the west of rie D = home. Witness i said he estimated that there was 
approximately 100 party attendees at the suspect's home. Witness IEE said he later 
saw several party attendees fighting in the street, causing him to call 911. 


Witness [J stated that the people involved in the fight stopped fighting prior to the 
deputies’ arrival. He said the party attendees then began to disperse from the area. He 
said that upon the deputies’ arrival, party attendees were still dispersing and leaving the 
location. Witness [J said the deputies contacted him and he pointed to the 
suspect's home, advising the deputies that the problems had originated at that location. 
He said the deputies then began walking toward the suspect's home. 


Witness [stated that approximately four minutes after the deputies arrived at the 
suspect's home, he observed what appeared to be a “scuffle” in the front yard. He said 
the “scuffle” involved an unknown male, and approximately four deputies. He said it 
appeared that the deputies had “tackled” the suspect in the front yard. Witness [IE 
said he was unable to see exactly what was occurring due to the fact that he was 
observing the incident from far away. He said that he subsequently observed the 
deputies place the suspect in the back seat of a police car, which was parked in front of 
the suspect's residence. 


IAB Note: Prior to Witness [I interview, Witness ME avise 


Sergeant Flores that he (Witness J had consumed several 
beers during the course of the morning. Sergeant Flores observed 
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that Witness] was exhibiting symptoms of being under the 
influence of alcohol. Sergeant Flores could smell an alcoholic 
beverage emitting from Witness B breath and person, and 
observed that his eyes were watery and bloodshot. Sergeant Flores 
also observed that Witness had an unsteady gait. Witness 

said he was standing in the front yard of -B 
home during the incident.

friend's home. 


Witness stated that she later saw several juveniles on the street, and it 
appeared that some were fighting. She said she also heard several of the juveniles 
shouting that a fight was occurring. She said that based on what she and Witness 

saw and heard, Witness lil called the Lancaster Sheriff's Station, and asked 
that deputies respond to the location. 


Witness | stated that initially, the deputies responded to the home I! 


ee but Witness [EE quickly pointed out to them where the problem was. 
e sai 


at when the deputies began walking to where the party was being held, she 
saw several juveniles dispersing and leaving the location. 


Witness SE stated that a short time later she saw someone run out of the 
suspect's home, and saw four deputies take hold of the individual. She said she 
assumed that the individual was a “juvenile” based on the fact that she saw only 
juveniles attending the party. She said she saw that the suspect and the deputies went 
to the ground, and was unable to see anything after that. Witness EE sites that 
there was no lighting in that area, and her view was also obstructed by a wall and a 
pickup truck in the suspect's driveway. She said she did not observe the deputies strike 
or punch the suspect in any way. She said it appeared that the altercation between the 
deputies and the suspect lasted approximately 30 seconds. She said she then saw the 
deputies get up off the ground, and subsequently saw the paramedics arrive 


IAB Note: Witness [was standing in the front yard of her friend's 
home (iE during the incident. 
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SUSPECT’S INJURIES: 


Suspect Romero was treated at the scene by Los Angeles County Paramedics, Unit 44. 
He was then transported, via ambulance to Antelope Valley Hospital, where he received 
treatment for his injuries by Emergency Room Doctor Daniel Khodabakhsh. The 
suspect sustained a "Subdural Hematoma," (collection of blood outside the brain) on the 
right side. He also sustained a contusion on the right side of his face, and abrasions to 
his head, back, and right knee. Doctor Khodabakhsh subsequently stated that the 
facial/head injury sustained by Suspect Romero was consistent with having been 
punched. 


Due to the "Subdural Hematoma," Suspect Romero was admitted to the Intensive Care 
Unit. He was released from the hospital on December 19, 2012. Toxicology test results 
indicate that marijuana was present in Suspect Romero's system at the time of the 
incident. Suspect Romero had also admitted to drinking alcoholic beverages on the 
night of the incident 


IAB Note: Photographs of the suspect's injuries are included in this case 
book. See Exhibit F. When Internal Affairs Bureau investigators 
interviewed the suspect, he (suspect) signed a Medical Record 
Release Form. Medical treatment documentation was obtained 
and is also included in this case book. See Exhibit F. 


DEPUTY PERSONNEL INJURIES:

PHYSICAL EVIDENCE: 

No physical evidence was collected at the scene. The scene was video recorded by 
Lancaster Sergeant Kevin Turrill, EO Photographs of the scene were taken by 


Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant Carlos Flores.

INVESTIGATORS’ OBSERVATIONS: 


Due to the time lapse between the incident and medical diagnosis, Internal Affairs 
Bureau investigators responded to the scene several hours after the incident. The area 
where the deputies contacted the suspect, and where the use of force subsequently 
occurred, is a residential area. The force occurred in the front yard of [West 
Avenue L-4, Lancaster (See Exhibit E). 
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REVIEW OF 911 CALLS AND RADIO BROADCAST: 


Two 911 calls were made to the Lancaster Station, which resulted in the deputies being 
assigned a call to respond to 53rd Street West and West Avenue L-4, Tag 21. During 
the incident deputies initiated emergent radio traffic. The recording of the 911 calls, and 
the radio broadcast was obtained and reviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant 
Carlos Flores. 


In the first 911 recording, an unidentified female is heard complaining about a party 
close to her home. The 911 dispatcher advises her to call the business line, and she 
advises that she will. The second caller, later identified as Witnes: ' 
advises that there are 40 to 50 white males preparing to fight in the street. He 
additionally advises that the deputies should respond "ASAP," and that the situation 
was "intense." He then advises that a fight had just started. 


In the radio broadcast recording, a deputy, later identified as Deputy Nordman, requests 
emergency clearance ("10-33"), and advises that he is involved in a fight. The Sheriff's 
Communications Center (SCC) dispatcher advises that the frequency is clear and she 
asks for his location. A female deputy, later identified as Donaty N gives her 
location. During her broadcast, some background noise can be heard, and the SCC 
dispatcher erroneously broadcasts the location as ‘ff West and L-4." Deputies and a 
sergeant are then heard advising that they are responding. 
Approximately one minute after the initial broadcast, the SCC dispatcher asks Deputy 
to confirm her location. The dispatcher also advises that her (Deputy 
ae status, on the Computer Aided Dispatch (CAD) terminal indicates that 
she is "Code 6" atiii Street West and L-4. Deputy confirms the location. 
Approximately two minutes after the initial broadcast, Deputy advises that 
the situation is "code four." 


IAB Note: The recordings of the 911 telephone call, and radio broadcast are 
included in this case book. See Exhibit G. 


WEAPONS USED BY DEPUTY PERSONNEL:
